The Reaction. 

There is great trouble among the organs 
of the money power in the north and 
east. For several months they have been 
pounding the air and shrieking that the 
country is upon the verge of a tremendous 
financial disaster—predicting untold woe 
and panic as the inevitable result of the 
operations of the silver law. 

Here at home, the outcries and pre- 
dictions attract no attention whatever. 
They are discounted before they are ut- 
tered, and nobody cares for them. But 
they have had an unexpected effect 
abroad, where they are taken seriously. 
Republished in European newspapers, 
they have created a feeling of alarm in 
financial circles and among those who 
hold United States bonds and securities. 
The result is what everybody but the 
goldelators expected. The foreign hold- 
ers of American bonds, believing that the 
predictions have some basis and that 
the country is about to go to a silver 
basis, are unloading, hence the continued 
outflow of gold. Hence, also, the re 
newed predictions, mingled with assur- 
ances to Europe that everything is serene 
in this country. 7 

It is a very pretty pickle the goldolators 
find themselves in. They are now practi. 
cally the cause of the gold movement, and 
they know it, consequently they are 
striving to assure Europe that there is 
no danger that this country will go to a 
silver basis, which is true; but the fact 
that alarms and irritates them is the se- 
renity that sits upon the country in spite 
of their loud outcries. Their precivus gold 
is going out in a constant stream, as the” 
direct result of their direful predictions: 
and the people do not seem to be disturb- 
ed. Business is good; prosperity dances 
attendance on trade, and money is plenti- 
ful in the financial centers, but short, as 
usual, elsewhere. | , 

A financial circular reproduced in The 
New York Journal of Finance is amusing.

In the year 1800 
Colonel Moore made an assignment of his 
property in Philadelphia for the payment of 
his debts and then left for Virginia, and all 
trace of him was lost. The property paid 
the debts, leaving a balance of $1,327.

Mr. Norris gives an account of hit 
search for Colonel Moore's signature and 
other evidence. The signature was finally 
discovered only to show that the ancestor of 
the Maryland claimants was another James 
Moore. They, therefore, withdrew their ex. 
ceptions to the auditor’s account and the 
money was about to be distributed among 
the Philadelphia claimants. Then Mrs. Catha- 
rine J. Crane, of Texas, wrote to Mr. Nor- 


ris, showing that she was the granddaughter 


of Colonel Moore, and that the colonel, after 


leaving Philadelphia, had spent the remaindey . 


of his life in Northumberland county, Va.

Mr. Jacob Haas—I am decidadly in favor 
of the plan proposed. The sit® is the best 
thut could be selected.

Upon that 
site there should be erected a building that 
will be a credit to the city. It should have 
a large hall capable of seating 4,000 people. 
The second and third_stories could be devot- 
ed to the courts and the offices.

Judge George Hillyer—I am delighted 
with the progress made in this work. The 
present site is convenient to the state cap- 
itol, the hotels, the depots, and the other 
public places which makes it convenient. 
It would be an outrage, after the city has 
grown up around the present site, to pluck 
the buildings up and move them elsewhere, 
in resapnse to the manipulations of people 
with plans to advance. Let it stand where 
it now is, where the people are used to it, 
and erect upon it a building of such charac- 
ter as will accommodate the business of 
doth city and county. The people want the 
courthouse to stay where it is, and they 
will approve the plan adopted by the city 
council . 

County Attorney Thomson Talks. 


Perhaps the clearest exposition of the git- 
uation is that made by Colonel W. 8. 
‘Thomson, attorney for the county, in a talk 
with a Constitution reporter. He spoke as 
follows: 

“A new courthouse is badly needed, and 
it would be very poor policy to add to the 
present building, or to erect a separate one 
on the Heinz lot. 

“The county ought to erect a magnificont 
building where the courthouse now stands 
ore that will answer for a city hall as well 
as courthouse, and be in keeping with the 
growth and prosperity of our city and the 
en*¢rprise and liberality of our people. In 
its erection regard should be had to the 
needs of the city as well as of the. county, 
aud the building so constructed as to be 
susceptible of a division which would give 
the city and county separate properties. 

Such a building would probably cost 
from $400,000 ‘to 600, and could 
built without the taxpayers feeling it, whilst 
laboring men would be furnished employ- 
ment, and he whole commynity benefitted. 
An issue of $500,000 of 4 or 4 1-2 per cent 
bonds eould readily be sold at par, offering, 
as they would, a most inviting investment 
for capitalists, and the interest thereon, 
even at 41-2 per cent would be but $22,500, 
which can be raised without increasing the 
present tax rate, now one of the lowest 
in the state, At present valuations, the 
the county amounts to 
and should that valu- 
ation not be increased for the next twen- 
ty years, less tha 50 cents on 
the $1,000 or about 4 1-2 cents on the $100 
would pay the interest. As, however, val- 
uations in such a prosperous county as 
ours are sure to increase, it is safe to con- 
clude that there will be no necessity for in- 
creasing the tax rute to meet the interest. 
If the bonds are made payable in thirty 
years, with the right to redeem onetenth 
annually after twenty years, both principal 
and interest will be paid without. increas- 
ing the tax rate. 

“Atlanta needs aud must have a suita- 
ble public hall, besides offices for its differ- 
ent departments. The county needs and 
must have four good courtrooms, jury rooms 
for four courts and many offices. All these 
can-be prvided for in a new building and at 
an imperceptible cost to the, tax payer. 
am, therefore, decidedly in favor of the 
county erecting a — that will accom- 
plish all these purposes for many years to 
come and make an equitable arrangement 
with the city by which it will bear its fair 
proportion of the cost, which can be le- 
gaily done in several ways. But the new 
jail and reformatory for juvenile offenders 
must not be overlooked. It will cost about 
two hundred thousand dollars more to pro- 
vide for them, so that it will require in all 
an issue of at least $600,000 of bonds to 
meet the demands, which, at even 4 1-2 per 
cent would make au interest 
$27.000 per annum, or a tax of about 50 
cents on the $1,000 at nt valuations 
and this subject to the de ction of what the 
city will pay on its pat of the City hall, 
and as the city will probably not have_more 


than $8.000 or $10,000 to pay annually for 


the next twenty years. there will be no ne- 
cessity for increasing its tax rate, It seems 


to me, therefore, that we should be of one 


mind as to the issuing of $600 or 


$650,000 of bonds for these purposes.” 

: An Artist's Opinion.

Atlanta 
has public buildings which are positively 
unattractive whieh. we do not ‘take 
pride in pointing ont.

With 
that sum a building can be erected. which 
will be not only commodious but an orna- 
ment to the city.” :

And almost before the ink was dry the re- 
ceiver made a demand upon those who were 
in possession of the place for a formal and 
complete sutrender. . 

But the demand was slowly and reluctant- 
ly granted. | 

For several days past it has been known 
that Mr. Falvey's financial condition was 
precarious, and yesterday morning when it 
was openly announced that he had sold out, 
there were those who anticipated that the 
sale would got stand without a fight in 
the courts by some of those to whom he 
was indebted. 

And that fight began yesterday afternoon 
when Dorsey, Brewster & Howell filed a 
bill asking for a receiver, 

On Monday J. W. Phillips & Co. offered to 
purchase the stock and good will of the 
house, and the sale was quickly consum- 


mated. The puice agreed upon was $8,000: 


and Mr. Falvey's attorney was called in to 


perfect the papers. 

Thug was late Monday afternoon, and 
after the attorney and Mr. Falvey had con- 
sulted, the terms of the sale were reduced 
to writing. It was late in the night when 
the articies were completed and the con- 
tents of those articles were known only to 
Mr. Falvey, the attorney who drew. them 
and the geutleman who was making the pur- 
chase. So it was only these three Who 
were fully posted when the story of the 
sale came out yesterday morning. But 
there were many who had been anticipa- 
ting something of the kind, and these were 
not surprised when a bill for a receiver 
was asked for late yesterday afternoon. 

It seems that among those to whom Mr. 
Falvey was indebted there are a few who 
think the sale was nota boua tide ove, aud 
tor the purpose of protecting themselves, 
they made the request for the appu..ment 
of a receiver. Messrs. Dorsey, Brewster & 
Howell were retained by the creditors to 
file the bill isking for the receiver, aud when

Mr. Cassin then 
took charge of the place and the keys are

But it is not known whether he will open 
this morning or not. 

After the articles of sale had been sign- 
ed Monday night, by which the store was 
sold to Mr. Phillips, the keys were turned 
wer to him. It was Mr. Phillips who 
opened the doors yesterday morning and 
goon after the doors were opened the 
goods were started on the move. Those who 
passed the store and saw the drays moving 
up and down, thought nothing of it as that 
was one of the familiar features about the 
store. But the tracer that may be put on 
some of the goods that were moved may 
become interesting. : 

It was not long after the removal of the 
goods began when a bailiff appeared upon 
the scene and asked that a rent bill be paid 
B. J. Wilson before the goods were taken 
from the hcuse. The bill was paid by Mr. 
Phillips, and the bailiff was dismissed. 

After completing the papers. Monday 
night, Mr. Falvey went home and has been 
there since. He is sick and the indications 
are that he will be cenfined to his home for 
two or three days or maybe a week. He 
could not be seen yesterday but his attorney, 
Mr. Colville, was at his office and at work 
on the case. When asked about the matter 
Mr. Colville said: 

"Mr. Falvey sold out Monday to Mr. 
Phillips and the price agreed upon was 
8.000. The papers were duly executed 
and the sale was made Monday.“ 

„What are Mr. Falvey’s assets,” was 
asked. 

“T have no idea at all,” was the answer. 

“Have vou any idea as to his liabilities?’ 
was asked. 

“None at all,” was the answer. 

It is understood from reliable sources that 
Mr. Falvey’s liabilities will reach gome- 
thing like $35.000 to $40,000. but so far 
nothing definite can be said about this. 

No man in Atlanta has more friends than 
Mr. Falvey and the business reverse which 
has come upon him, will be universally re- 
gretted. He is one of the most popular 
and influential young men of the city, and 
his prosperity has always been a source of 
gratification to those who have known him. 
He began life withont a dollar and by in- 
dustry ind cconomy acquired a start. As 
a.merchant on Marietta street he made a 
eredit of which he was always proud and 
which he preserve alwaxs. As he pros- 
business until. he 
finally became one of the leading ‘wholesale 
men of Atlanta. His first reverses came some 


two years ago when he went into the house 


on slabama street en came the cold 
storage business by which’ he lost monev. 
The Falvey Fish and Fruit Company did 
not pan out and thus tened the disaster. 
But throngh it all Mr. Falver was true to 
his friends and when he discovered that the 
Falvey Fruit and Fish Company could not 
win out. he went to work and bought up 
the stock of those of his friends whom he 


had induced to go in, rather than let them 


lose by any representations on his part. 

Mr. Falvey is president of the Friton 
Lean and Building Association, which is 
now in its sixth year of existence.

HE 1 WELL KNOWN IN ATLANTA 


‘Apa Isa Well-to-Do Merchant and Land- 
 gwher-He Was Driving from ths 


au West Point railroad, due to reach the 


o’clock p. m., hurled from the 

and instantly killed Thomas Gammage, 

the well-known merchant, fifty-seven years 

of age, at the crossing just north of Gam- 

mage station, three miles from the city, last 
night as it was coming into the city. 

The train was half an hour late and as 
it came spinnitig along the track toward 
the city the engineer had his engine under 
full headway in order to reach the depot 
as little late as possible, It was ten miu- 


utes past 8 o’clock when the train dashed | 


around the curve on to the long, traight 
stretch of track in front of Gammage sta- 


Engineer Robinson manned the engine 
Conductor Bell had charge of the train. 
It was pretty well filled with passengers. 

Mr. Gammage had been into the.city and 
was returning home. He rode in a little 
spring vehicle, half wagon half buggy. 
in which he came to the city almost daily. 
He was later than usual and probably drove 
faster than ordinarily. N 

Three hundred yards below the crossing 
is the big store owned by Gammage, Suttles 
& Co. Just across the track from the store, 
setting back a hundred yards from the rail- 
road, is the pretty home of Mr. Gammage 
and his son-in-law, Mr. Pendleton Suttles. 
On the same side of the track with the 
store and almost opposite the track is the 
home of Mr. Anthony Murphy. 

An oil lamp furnishes light at the cross- 
ing and the exercise of due caution would 
render accidents hardly possible, as the 
approaches to the crossing furnish a full 
view of the railroad track for several hun- 
dred yards. 

A moment after cignaling, for the crossin 
at Gammage Engineer binson’s hea 
leaped into hie throat. 

The little spring wagon driven by Mr. 
Gammage rolled upon the track just in front 
of him. He was almost upon the wagon 
when he saw it first. 

Before he could reverse his engine the pilot 
of the locomotive had struck the light ve- 
hicle, hurled like a match box from the 
track and pijed it in a heap. 

The big lotomotive dashed on not feeling 
the slight shock caused by its collision with 
the wagon. A hundred yards up the track 
Engineer Nobiuson's engine came to a 
standstill. 

Only Engineer Robinson and his fireman 
knew of the affair, and walking back they 
were met by Conductor Bell, who had 
alighted to ascertain the cause of the sudden 
stop. 

Together the trio hurried back. Beside 
the truck they found the body of Mr. Gam- 
mage. He was already dead. His body 
was not.mangled, except an ugly mark 
acioss the head, where some heavy thing 
had struck him a powerful blow. His 
death had been instantaneous. 

Conductor Bell directed that the lifeless 
bedy of the unfortunate man be placed in 
yes baggage car and brought to the city. 

ter a few minutes’ delay the train was 
once again Speeding toward the city bear- 
ing. its dead yictim. It reached the union 

pot at 8:30 o'clock, thirty-five minutes 


After arriving in the city Conductor Bell 
notified Undertaker Patterson of the affair 
and ordered the body of Mr. Gammage re- 

ved there, which was done. 

‘Undertaker Patterson is well acquainted 
with the family of Mr. Gammage, and 


when he learned the facts of the unfortu- | 


nate accident, he at once started out to Mr. 
Gammage’s late home to inform them of 
what had occurred. 

At Mr. Gammage’s home there was some 
uneasiness caused by the unusual lateness 
of Mr. Gammage’s return, but no thought 
of the horrible affair that. had occurred 
within three hundred yards of them enter- 
ed their minds. No one about the place 
had heard of the affair. ; 

Mr. Gammage’s family had retired for 
the night when atterson reached 
there with the unhappy tidings. They were 
waked and told of the fatal accident. The 
family consists of two sons, Arthur and 
Charles Gammage. and Mr. and Mrs, Pen- 
dleton Suttles, Mrs. Suttles being a daugh- 
ter of the dead man. , 

They were horrified when told that Mr. 
Gammage had been killed, and could scarce- 
ly believe what thew heard. Mapy and 
many a time he had been into the city in 
his wagon and had always returned safe 
and unhurt. They at once made prepara- 
tions and came into the city. 

: ammage, the dead man, was fifty- 
seven years old, and was well-to-do. He 
owhs quite a tract of real estate at Gam- 
mage station, has a splendid home there, 
and is a member of the firm of Gammage, 
Suttles & Co., which does a large meréan- 
tile business at the station. Mr. Gammage 
has lived at his late home for many years, 
with the exception of four years, during 
which time he resided at Stockbridge, Ga.

morning at 10 o'clock. 

Coleman was wanted for a violation of a 
town ordinance, and Marshal Anderson an- 
ticipated no resistance from him. He went 
to Coleman’s house to make the arrest with- 
out his pistol or club. 

The marshal is a cool-headed man, and 
for 5 he has kept in subjection the 
rough element. He walked into Coleman’s 
house and very quietly told him that he 
wanted him. Coleman replied by drawing 
a revolver, and saying that he would die 
before he would submit to arrest. 

Marshal Anderson caught hold of the ne- 
gro, and the latter shot at him. ‘The ball 
entered the right leg just above the knee 
After firing the 
shot, Coleman began beating the marshal 
over the head. He beat his head almost 
into a jelly and left him insensible. He 
easily made, hic escape.

Atlanta means to have a big car manufac- 
turing plant within the year. Her .repre- 
sentative citizens tell her advanteges to the 
manufacturers and they, as sound business 
men, will decide to locate here. 

Just pposite St. Louis is a large plant 
which turns out 4,000 cars a year. Almost 
everything which goes into the making of 
a car except the small hardware, such as 
bolts and screws, is boughs in the south 
and carried hundreds of miles to the shops.
